dover, where the 
bishop-elect passed 


much of his boyhood, is a venerable gam 
brel roofed building, biiilt in 1783 by Dr 
Brooks' great grandfather, the lion 
Samuel Phillips— Lcieutonant Governor 
Phillips—one of the founders of Andovei 
academy. 
It was in its day ono of the 


most elegant houses of tho town.

Ia tbo sonthuast parlor General Wash- 


ington was once received by SImo. Phobf 
Foscroft Phillips, wife of Samuel Phil- 
lips. 
Sho was a lady graced with social 


accomplishments, sba 
was extremely 


beautiful, sweet and grucefnl in manner 
and carriage, and a pursori of extraor- 
dinary conversational powers. 
It was 


said by one who knew her that her "style 
of conversation surpassed that of any 
one, male or female, in the country.' 
She was the chief donor on tho occasion 
of the establishment of Audover Theo- 
logical seminary. 


She was a gifted writer of letters, and 


possessed great strength of mind and te- 
nacity of purpose. 
That she was beauti- 


ful one could well believe, judging her 
by the portrait of her son, Colonel John 
Phillips. 
His face is remarkably sweet 


and regular in expression, classic, denot- 
ing refinement, high breeding, purity 
and composure of spirit. 
The face of 


Colonel Phillips is remarkably like that 
of his grandson, Phillips Brooks, and the 
resemblance is heightened by the ej'o- 
glasses worn by each. 


Colonel Phillips graduated at Harvard 


in 1705, studied law, but on account of 
ill health never practiced, but went into 
trade in Cuarlestown, where he worried 
Miss Lydia Gorham, a daughter of Judge 
Nathaniel Gorhani, 
Ono of his daugh- 


ters, Maiy Anno Phillips, married Mr. 
William Gray Brooks and became the 
mother of Phillips Bi-ooks. 
William 


Gray Brooks was for forty years a hard 
ware merchant in Boston. 
Ho was a 


member of St. Paul's church and was a 
near relative of Peter Chardon Brooks, 
the wealthy marine underwriter of Bos- 
ton.—Boston Transcript. 


WIio Owned This Schooner? 


"Who owned tho schooner?" is a ques- 


tion which was asked but not answered 
in a case decided by Judge Nelson in the 
United States district court. 


The schooner was the Robert P. King, 


and in the latter part of last year she 
loaded at a port in Maine with a cargo 
for a port in New Jersey. 
Properly 


manned and equipped she sailed, but she 
never reached her destination, and thif 
is not the most singular fact connected 
with this peculiar case, 


It was not long after leaving the Maine 


port before she was due in New Jersey 
and as she did not arrive a search was 
made for her, and she was finally founc1 
at Wood's Holl, minus the cargo. 
The 


shippers immediately libeled her for fail- 
ure to deliver the latter, and tried to 
find some one to servo the papers on, but 
to their surprise the vessel had beer 
abandoned, every one on board having 
cleared for parts unknown. 


The libel was duly advertised, a hear- 


ing had, and Judge Nelson has now 
after a sale, ordered the proceeds to be 
distributed among tho shippers of tho 
cargo. 
The reason for the owners of the 


schooner loading her to her fate is mad 
more a mystery from, tho fact that the 
cargo was not a valuable one, but ii 
f.i.ct worth much less than tho schooner

That the Paris thieves have earned 


their reputation may be inferred from 
the fact that their slang is among the 
most rich in words and phraseology. 


Le bonjourier, for instance, is the man 


v.'ho knocks at yonr door early in the 
morning, and if he hears no reply will 
come in aud talce the toquante, or "tick- 
er," or whatever else he can tind upon 
your tablo and mantelshelf. Watches, 
however, may be stolen at all hours by 
the bonjourier, and this is only one of 
his devices to gain possession of yotir 
property.
